Liger Mr. Wanamaker 
Accompanied Marsh to the office of 
United States District Attorney Beck 
and the latter at once turned the fugi­ 
tive bank president over to the custody 
of the United States marshal, to await a 
hearing today. 
Marsh, in talking to friends who < ailed 
on him in the United States m arshal’s 
office, before he was taken to prison, 
said that in the more than seven years 
! of his absence be has roam***! almost 
J over the whole world, and worked for a 
living at anything he could get to clo. 
W hen he left he had with him l l ,8s5, 
which he had collected from two friends, 
who owed him that amount. 
He went 
by a circuitous rout** to Brazil and after­ 
wards travelled from place to place all 
over tim world. He then returned to 
America, and eventually located in the 
state of W ashington, where, he said, he 
had earned money at any kind of labor 
he could get. 
He said he often longed 
to come back to Philadelphia, but was 
deterred through a desire to protect his 
children from acaudal. 
H*> felt that to 
return would revive a state of affairs 
that would be a scandal to his family. 
Sole T opic of ('onversation. 
The news of Marsh’s return, when it 
became generally known late' in th** day, 
was almost the sole topic of conversa­ 
tion. 
Not the least interesting part of 
the discussions was in reference to the 
effect the sudden appearance of the bank 
president would have in political circles, 
as Marsh h a ' particularly been the sub­ 
ject of hcau-d controversy between 
United States Senator Penrose and John 
W anamaker. 
In a speech a few w**eks ago Senator 
Penrose intimated that John W ana­ 
maker, prior t« 1 the failure of the Key­ 
stone bauk, had knowledge of an over- 
i issue of the hank's stock and knowledge 
a demand made by President Marsh 
on City Treasurer Bardsley for an addi­ 
tional deposit af city fonds. 
He (Pen­ 
rose) said it was to the interest of W ana­ 
maker that Marsh should not com** back 
to Philadelphia.

No race in the wide world is more 
controlled by superstitious notions thnn 
the Chinese. They enter into every art 
o f a Chinaman'n life, aud their infln 
enc© is more lasting than that of his re­ 
ligion. He cannot move hand or foot 
without their agency, and from tho 
earliest moment of his life down to the 
last detail In connection with his burial 
their power and influence are the guid­ 
ing motives of his acts. 
All business 
and family matters are directly con­ 
trolled by superstitious sentiments, l>oth 
rich and poor, young and old, beiug 
slaves to their force. 
To the average Chinaman his religion 
is a mere negative factor in his mode of 
life, to be followed or disregarded at 
will, but no true son of Han dares to 
act otherwise than in accordance with 
the strict precepts of those spiritual 
powers which directly control his life. 
There are some amusing superstitions 
connected with Chinese entertainments. 
A dinner party is an ordeal which one© 
experienced is never forgotten. It con­ 
sists of from 40 to ."Kl distinct courses 
and occupies the greater portion of a 
day. Doriug the whole of these repasts 
aud notwithstanding the endless variety 
of dishes served (ho invited guest re­ 
tains the same plate throughout. 
The 
explanation of this orange custom is an 
old proverb, which has now become a 
superstition, that “ he who change# the 
plates kills the houn-wife. ” 
-Chine!*© proverbs explain several of 
the superstitions notions with regard to 
women. It is considered unlucky for a 
woman to mix with tho builders of a 
house or other edifice during its erec­ 
tion, aud to avoid ally possibility of one 
straying into the pre rn is* a all approaches 
are carefully guard!<1 by watchmen, 
aud a fence is < n< ted around the pro­ 
posed building as soon as its luanda- 
tions are laid. 
The explanation cf ibis is the saying, 
“ Women mix ill with wood, and death 
lives iu the homo over whoso founda­ 
tions a woman has walked ” There is 
a similar horror of tile fair sex interfer­ 
ing with any public matter of national 
interest or in any busine ss transaction* 
where men nm cond nu d. “ VV omen tie > 
knots,” says tho Chinese proverb. "Let 
them remain at home.’’ 
No funeral can take place until as­ 
trologers and professional fortune tellers 
have been commit* d. These unscrupu­ 
lous diviners decide the place of banal, j 
and in the event of disagreement no 
final interment eau take place. I his ac- ? 
counts for tho number of unburied eof-, 
fins which are seen about the country 
districts in China. Sometimes the coffin 
is temporarily deposited in a temple or 
kept in the house of the heir of the de­ 
ceased. Among the poor as ofteu as not 
it is conveyed to some sheltered spot 
and covered with a mat. 
When in course of time (by aid of 
additional fees) the diviners can report 
that all objections to final burial are re 
moved, the funeral takes place amid re­ 
joicing and profane excesses. The mode 
of propitiation generally proseribdl by 
astrologers is the purchase i f some stone 
or piece of iron, to which an elaborate 
ritual "f prayer mid sacrifice is made, 
or. if tile client is wealthy, the building 
of a pagoda is suggested, in connection 
with which the mercenary fortune feller 
doubtless reaps a large commission. 
The last species of superstition to 
which we will call attention force* us 
to place China among the half civilized 
aud brutal nations. One of tin se sup* r 
stitii us i-; that the semi of a dying per* 
h n ta k e s poises* ion of tho bed and roc-rn 
in which the invalid is lying. To obvi 
ate such a cur)-© as this the relatives of 
tim dying person, us soiti as they per­ 
ceive his end approaching, forcibly re­ 
move him from his bed and place him 
almost naked upon a board. If by chance 
a man should expire in his bed, it, to­ 
gether with all tho furniture in the 
room, must be burned aud many atone­ 
ments offered before the room is consid­ 
ered fit for habitation again. 
Many strange aud inhuman ideas are 
associated with the illness and death of 
children. If a child sickens and dies be 
fore tho age of 13 years, its last mo­ 
ments are hastened by the horrible 
cruelty of its parents. So long as hope 
is possible the uareuts do their utmost 
to save their child, but as soon a* the 
doctors abandon hope the child is strip­ 
ped naked aud placed against the outer 
door of tho bouse. 
When tho end has 
come, the corpse is thrown out into the 
street to be picked up by the passing 
dead cart. 
The reason for this brutality is this: 
If a family loses a child before it has 
grown to maturity, its parents refuse to 
regard it as tboir offspring, but rather 
as some evil spirit who has worked its 
way into their home in order to bring 
ruin and misfortune upon it aud them.
